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Mandelkorn describes 
new photographic (and 
marketing) technology 
for architects 


Photographers now have the capacity to 
improve and retouch their images as never 
before. It is possible now to remove 
telephone poles and their shadows from in 
front of a building, add cirrus clouds to 
clear skies, change building surfaces’ color 
and texture, address perspective prob- 
lems, correct heretofore unresolvable color 
correction issues such as cross-over, 
remove efflorescence, unwanted signs, 
trash, graffiti, or whatever else your 
imagination might conjure. 


Anything is possible. . . but inherent in the 
new photographic technology of “digital 
imaging” is the question of what is honest 
retouching and what is deception? How far 
can we retouch, correct, and repair before 
our images become dishonest or stray too 
far from reality?

Humanism, burnout, 
design, and power 
discussed by architects 


In an unusual, first-time departure from the 
typical schedule of workshops and 
seminars, the BSA in May is collaborating 
with Brandeis University’s acclaimed 
“Humanities and the Professions” program 
to give architects an opportunity to reflect 
on our profession in relative tranquility. 


Specifically, on May 29 the first 20 design 
professionals to register will gather for a 
full day in seclusion at the Brandeis 
campus (continental breakfast and lunch 
included) to reflect on the current career 
and professional issues facing all of us. 
Using three short works of great literature 
as media for discussion, we will focus on 
questions such as how to maintain our 
humanism in difficult times, how to cope 
with burnout, with the public perceptions of 
architecture and architects, with profes- 
sional disenchantment, with the tensions 
between partners and principals, with the 
impact of new technologies on our 
profession, with the problems of low fees, 
and in general with those professional and 
personal issues all of us are trying to 
resolve. 


The use of works of literature is at the core 
of the Brandeis program. It is not the 
books themselves that we will discuss but 
the themes in those books that relate 
directly to our professions and our careers. 
This is a very unusual program, obviously, 
and readers are welcome to call Richard 
Fitzgerald at the BSA (617-951-1433x232) 
for more information.

Crisis in A/E's worker’s 
compensation coverage; 
help is available 





As most design professionals are aware, 
there is a crisis in worker's compensation 
coverage in Massachusetts. A great 
majority of architecture and engineering 
firms in the Commonwealth has been 
covered under either the Hartford or 
Kemper worker’s compensation plans, 
which historically have paid dividends. The 
Hartford plan was not renewed on January 
1, 1992, and the Kemper plan notified its 
clients that they would not be renewed as 
of May 1, 1992. 


Storer Damon and Lund, with the help of 
Tillinghast, the world’s largest risk- 
management firm, and Connecticut 
Indemnity Company, one of the Orion 
Capital Companies, is in the process of 
putting together a self-insured program for 
architecture and engineering firms in 
Massachusetts. This plan is to be run by a 
Board of Directors of architects and 
engineers and, given the historically low 
loss ratio, a dividend, while not guaran- 
teed, would be a realistic possibility. 


With this in mind, Kemper has agreed to 
extend the worker's compensation policies 
of Storer, Damon and Lund clients for 60 
days from May 1, 1992, in order that their 
clients did not have to go into the Assigned 
Risk Pool.

Design firm CEOs and 
personnel specialists 
respond to new law 


Although most of the attention generated 
by the Americans with Disabilities Act has 
focused on Title Ill (the section dealing 
with facility design issues), a major issue 
for business owners, firm principals, 
human resources managers, and employ- 
ers generally is Title | of ADA. It is Title | 
that deals directly with employers’ respon- 
sibilities to their employees who may have 
handicaps. 


To address these issues specifically, the 
BSA is hosting a special workshop on 
June 2 led by attorney/architect Charles 
Heuer FAIA and human resources expert 
Dick Orton of Sasaki Associates. 


Among the issues to be covered are these: 


Who is protected? What disabilities are 
covered? To which employers does Title | 
apply? What can/cannot be done in job 
advertisements and in job interviews? 
What is the role of job descriptions? What 
are the special problems of building 
industry employers? What is the relation- 
ship of this new law to worker's compensa- 
tions laws? 


The workshop runs from 8:00 am to 12:30 
pm and will include ample time for informal 
discussion and questions. The cost is $75 
($65 for BSA members) and paid registra- 
tion must be received at the BSA by May 
29. If the June 2 sessions sells out, we will 
repeat the workshop on June 5.

New Massachusetts Home 
Improvement Law affects 
all residential additions 
and renovations 


A comprehensive Home Improvement Law 
recently passed by the Massachusetts 
legislature regulates every aspect of 
“residential contracting,” which is a 
generally defined as the renovation, 
reconstruction, or repair of 1-, 2-, 3-, & 4- 
family owner-occupied Massachusetts 
residences. The law, Chapter 142A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, was due to 
become effective on April 1, 1992. 
Because of funding and administrative 
problems, the effective date was extended 
for at least three months. 


The new law is clearly directed at unfair 
and deceptive practices in the “home 
improvement” industry but it also governs 
architect-designed residential projects 
constructed by reputable general contrac- 
tors under contracts that may run into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. (New 
construction is excluded from the law 
unless it constitutes either a reconstruction 
of or an addition to an existing building.) 
Every Massachusetts architect with a 
residential practice must become familiar 
with the new law. 


The regulatory system imposed by the 
Home Improvement Law has the following 
major components: 


« Registration. All contractors and 
subcontractors engaged in “residential 
contracting” as defined above must 
register with the State Board of Building 
Regulations and Standards. Plumbers, 
electricians, and other licensed trades are 
exempt from the statute, as are a number 
of specialty trades. Architects are also 
exempt. General contractors are not. 


« Contract Terms. The Home Improve- 
ment Law requires that all contracts for 
residential contracting work in excess of 
$1,000 be in writing and that they contain a 
long list of mandatory provisions. Among 
other things, the new law regulates 
contractual terms for advance payments, 
progress payments, and final payments, 
requires contractors to obtain all necessary 
permits, and prohibits contractors from 
starting work until their contracts are 
signed. Standard AIA construction contract 
forms will have to be amended to incorpo- 
rate these and other requirements. 


+ Dispute Resolution. The Home |m- 
provement Law creates special arbitration 
rights for owners (and for contractors if the 
contract so provides in language desig- 
nated by the Secretary of Consumer 
Affairs and separately signed and dated). 
These rights are to be exercised under a 


private arbitration program approved by 
the Secretary. It is not yet clear how these 
Statutory arbitration rights will relate to the 
arbitration clauses found in standard AIA 
construction contract forms. 


- Guaranty Fund. Residential owners 
who obtain arbitration awards or court 
judgements against insolvent contractors 
will be able to apply for reimbursement of 
up to $10,000 from a fund administered 
by the Executive Office of Consumer 
Affairs and funded by required contribu- 
tions from all registered contractors and 
subcontractors. 


« Penalties: The new law specifically 
prohibits residential contractors and 
subcontractors from operating without 
certificates of registration, abandoning 
projects without justification, “disregarding 
plans and specifications in any material 
respect without the consent of the owner,” 
violating building laws, acting as mortgage 
brokers, or failing to pay for materials or 
services. Such actions are now defined as 
violations of the Massachusetts Con- 
sumer Protection Act (Chapter 93A of the 
General Laws), for which residential 
owners can recover triple damages plus 
attorneys’ fees. They are also defined as 
criminal acts, for which knowing and willful 
violators can be fined or imprisoned. The 
owners of residential contracting firms are 
personally liable for violations of the new 
law by their firms. 


Architects should inform their residential 
clients about the new law and about their 
extremely significant rights under it. In the 
time before the new law becomes 
effective, regulations will be issued in draft 
and final form by both the Department of 
Public Safety and the Executive Office of 
Consumer Affairs. It is possible that these 
regulations will clarify some of the 
ambiguities in the new law, especially as it 
relates to architect-designed residential 
projects. Copies of draft regulations (when 
available) and information on implementa- 
tion of the new law can be obtained from 
the Department of Public Safety (617-727- 
3200) and the Executive Office of 
Consumer Affairs (617-727-7755).

The ChapterLetter, Build Boston, AIA 
Documents, the use of the initials “AIA” 
and networking opportunities are ranked 
by BSA members as the top five BSA 
programs and services. 


This ranking emerged from the BSA 
Membership Committee’s 1991 compre- 
hensive survey of BSA members. The 
survey results, still being reviewed and 
correlated by Membership Committee 
Chair Peter Kuttner AIA and his col- 
leagues, already have led to significant 
changes in BSA programs and services. 
For example, relatively few members 
participated in or perceived any value in 
the annual Spring Awards Celebration, so 
this year it has been dropped in favor of 
more publicity-related activities for design 
award-winners (see pp. 2, 6, 7, & the 
centerfold). Associate members ranked the 
BSA mock A.R.E. exam high on the list of 
valuable services, so this year the BSA not 
only continues the mock exam program 
but has incorporated it with the BAC’s 
A.R.E. refresher courses to enhance the 
value of both. 


Among other interesting findings from the 
survey: 


* While the ChapterLetter ranked as the 
top BSA service in the survey, the inserts 
in the ChapterLetter were viewed by many 
members as wholly undesirable. Conse- 
quently, the BSA is seeking alternative 
ways to generate the advertising revenue 
the inserts now provide to support the 
publication of the ChapterLetter. Sugges- 
tions are welcome. 


* The annual BSA Compensation Survey 
Report was perceived by members 
responding to the membership services 
survey as extremely valuable although 
some expressed concern that an unin- 
tended effect of the survey may be to keep 
architects salaries abnormally low. 


* Almost all respondents placed a high 
value on the BSA's legislative advocacy 
efforts but few seemed to know how to get 
involved in those efforts. The answer is: 
call Legislative Affairs co-chairmen Ed 
Hershfield Esq. at 617-330-9000 or 
Michael Hicks AIA at 617-267-6408 (and 
see p. 10). 


* Members valued the BSA Members 
Library but most found it something less 
than user-friendly. To remedy this design 
problem, it occurred to the Membership 
Committee that perhaps there is an 
architect willing to offer some short-term 


design suggestions on how to use this 
space better. If you are interested in doing 
that, call Kristen Antonuccio at 617-951- 
1433x227. 


* “Conversations” remains a controversial 
BSA program in large part because this 
monthly black-tie crit session is perceived 
as a reinforcement of an “old boys’ club” 
image. Several younger architects have 
suggested a remedy to this perception 
may be to start a low-cost version of 
“Conversations” that is characterized by 
blue-jeans and pizza and is open to BSA 
members at a much lower cost of approxi- 
mately $10. Consider it done. The Sole 
Practitioners Committee has developed 
such a program which begins in Septem- 
ber. (If you are interested in being a 
presenter in this new series, call Joe Luna 
AIA at 508-922-4054.) 


In future issues of the ChapterLetter, we 
will include additional findings from the 
Membership Committee survey. We will 
also be reporting on responses by the BSA 
to the survey-generated suggestions of 
members. 


In the meantime, anyone interested in this 
kind of membership-based activity is 
encouraged to join the Membership 
Committee at its monthly meetings; check 
the calendar on the last page of the 
ChapterLetter each month for the date and 
time.

The number of people infected 
with HIV currently numbers in the thou- 
sands in every major city. The special 
needs of those living with AIDS requires 
housing design that is accessible, adapt- 
able, and affordable. In response to the 
magnitude of the crisis, the City of Boston 
Public Facilities Department and the BSA 
are challenging design firms, individuals, 
students, and artists throughout the nation 
to a design and ideas competition. To 
architects, this means an opportunity to 
create innovative housing design tailored 
to the needs of people living with HIV and 
AIDS. To those with other design skills it is 
a chance to express your ideas in the most 
creative possible way about this very 
critical issue. 


The design portion of the competition will 
involve two facets — the rehabilitation of 
an existing building and the new construc- 
tion of additional housing on an adjoining 
lot.

The IRS has restricted the direct hiring of 
freelance architects. We are strongly advising 
our clients in the architecture profession in 
general to take a close and sober look at the 
contingent tax liability and penalties associated 
with the improper classification of freelance or 
contract workers. Throughout our industry and 
many others, the IRS is rapidly increasing its 
audits of employers filing 1099s for fiscal years 
1991 and 1992 as well as prior years back to 
1987. . .the IRS objective is to identify employ- 
ers who cannot, beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
prove that their freelancers were not actually 
employees for tax purposes. The back payroll 
taxers, penalties, and interest are significant and 
will draw on capital and human resources laid 
fragile by current economic pressures. . . Our 
research shows that, in most cases, freelancing 
is no longer acceptable by state and federal 
standards. With little or no activity between 1987 
and 1990, audits have increased dramatically 
over the last year and are not expected to 
subside soon. 


What should architectural practices do? We are 
advising our clients to make one or more of the 
following changes to protect their interests: (1) 
Do not hire any temporary, project, or perma- 
nent staff on a 1099 form regardless of the 
length of employment. (2) Hire hourly workers 
as employees deducting all appropriate payroll 
taxes and report on a W2 form. (3) Convert 
existing freelancers in your office, whose income 
otherwise would be reported on a 1099, to a W2 
for tax purposes. Issue a 1099 for all prior 
compensation this fiscal year to any freelancer 
no longer working in your office. Remember 
penalties are much higher in cases in which 
1099s are not issued. 


What can we do to save freelancing? Our office 
has begun a lobbying campaign to raise 
awareness in the architecture and related 
design professions. Beginning with the AIA 
several months ago, we have initiated an 
attempt to begin the legislative change 
necessary to give the right to architects, who 
have depended on temporary help historically, 
to hire freelancers on a short-term basis without 
subjecting the firm to payroll withholding and 
other taxes associated with full-time employees. 
We urge you to consult with your accountant or 
attorney for detailed information on this issue, 


included in the Architects’ Source of Artists and 
Artisans. ..

At the recent IDP State Coordinator's Confer- 
ence in Washington DC, new and engaging 
objectivity was infused into the discussion of 
internship and the requirements of IDP. 
Participation was invited from all levels of the 
professions and from the architectural commu- 
nity. 


The implementation of IDP is often conducted 
from the practitioner's point-of-view. Students, 
not always exposed to the practice while still in 
school, often do not make the connection 
between education and practice. As a result 
interns are left in “suspended animation” until 
they learn the requirements for taking the A.R.E. 
(often too late in the process, so they become 
frustrated and, finally, blame “the system” for not 
working in their interests). 


The way in which IDP is delivered nationally is 
one of my greatest disappointments. As our 
discussion at the conference led us to discover, 
one of the reasons some schools are apathetic 
toward IDP is their “intellectual” rather that 
“technical” focus. In addition, when presenting 
IDP, the phrases “MANDATORY” and “IT’S THE 
LAW” are often used. | believe such words 
quickly put people on the defensive, causing 
them to turn their backs on internship as well as 
the profession. | think if the approach to IDP in 
the schools is through the usual academic 
process (i/.e., an intellectual approach), ihe IDP 
program would be supported more successfully. 
Internship through IDP should be presented as 
a “requirement” not as “mandatory,” just as in 
the presentation of the other school require- 
ments (including an accredited degree and the 
A.R.E.). 


Another aspect of training not explored is the 


period of reflection or intellectual stimulation that 
should be an essential part of one’s continuing

education. Currently, IDP leaves the intellectual 
aspects of architects at school. One suggestion 
might be to develop an additional component as 
part of the IDP program. This component could 
be in the form of an essay (for each category of 
training), a diary or log, a presentation based on 
recently learned techniques, or participation and 
reporting on an activity outside the intern's office 
experience. 


Internship and IDP are being more critically 
evaluated by all aspects of the profession from 
the AIA, NCARB, ACSA, AIAS, and now even 
the NIAE (National Institute of Architectural 
Education). Look for a program on “Pushing the 
Limits of Your Internship” at the AIA Convention 
in June. Any students, interns, or recently 
registered professionals who would like to 
participate in developing a network of the 
schools, the interns, and the profession are 
encouraged to participate in the BSA's Young 
Architects Committee.
